Editor Constitution—Pray, allow me space 
to tell your readers of our recent disaster 
from the West India eyclone which swept 


over southeast Georgia on the 2th of 
Septem :

None, however, will learn, without my 


telling, what destruction was wrought

Upon learning of the storm, and Resist 
the location, I immediately went to Bruns- 


myself. Poor Brunswick, which saw the 
boom-bubble pricked and burst; then the 
scourge of yellow fever decimated its pop- 
ulation; a year later conflagration licked 
up valuable portions of the town: this 
year the cyclone nearly finished the work. 
It was the first time I ever fully under- 
stood the meaning of the term ‘“‘the bosom 
of destruction.” I found -it here among 
my own people in the laying waste of our 
churches. We did not, praised he God, lose 
one life amid all the horrors af that. one 
short hour. On the feast of St. Michael,

STORM STRICKEN AND HUNGRY. 
In Alachua county it fs just as bad. 
Major Cullen, who has returned to Gaines- 
ville from Townsend Ferry, on the Suwan- 
nee river, reports that the scene cannot be 
described. He says Nundreds are without 
shelter and food, and many farms in that 


county are ruined. 

Trees are down in every direction, and it 
took him fifteen hours to travel eighteen 
miles on horseback. The above is the way 
things remain in the entire western part of 
the county, and, in fact, 80 per cent of the 
people are suffering for food and shelter. 
In Baker county the situation is well- 
nigh indescribable. Sheriff Pons, of that 
county, was in Jacksonville today, and he 
tells a harrowing tale. 

“One will have to see for himself to fully 
realize the awful damage done by the 
storm,”’ said Sheriff Pons. 
“Hundreds of thousands of trees:

But the dead are in some respects better 

off than the living. It is all over with those 
whose lives were snuffed out by the gale’s 
fierce blasts, but the living are le™ shelter- 
less and without food, to take up the al- 
most hopeless task of rehabilitation. 
« It is estimated tonight that there are fully 
12,000 people in the state who are dependent 
on their but little more fortunate neighbors 
for shelter and food. In some counties the 
people, appalled by the situation, are talk- 
ing of petitioning Governor Mitchell to con- 
vene the legislature so that the state’s aid 
may be voted. 

The storm was an odd one. It seemed to 
strike in spots. It would plunge ahead for 
many miles, sweeping all before it, and then 
apparently rise up and skip for a few miles. 

It was this eccentricity of the hurricane 
that saved Duval county and Jacksonville. 
The hurricane lunged right through Baker 
county and up to the edge of Duval, in 
‘which Jacksonville is located. Then it 
rose up, passed over Duval and Jackson- 
ville and dropped down in Nassau county, 
just north, and continued its destructive

Bryan Makes an Early Start. 

Charieston, W. Va., October 2.—In the enill 
morning that sent shivers down. the spines 
of his audience, William J. Bryan begun 
another day of campaigning at Point Pleas- 
ant, W. Va. Mr. Bryan had left Wheeling 
shortly after midnight.on a special train, 
accompanied by Governor McCorkle, Con- 
gressman McMillin, of Tennessee, National 
Committeeman McGraw, of West Viriginia, 
and a party of state politicians, reached 
Point Pleasant at 6 o’clock. 

Hastily slipping on his trousers and but- 
toning his overcoat about his throat, Mr. 
Bryan went out on the platform and made 
a short speech. About a thousand people 
were present. A reception committee of 
thirty from Charleston, headed by ex- 
Governor E. Willis Wilson, boarded the 
train et Red House. . 

There was a big crowd there, but its 
cheers were not sufficient to waken Mr. 
Bryan, who had gone to his berth after 
leaving Point Pleasant. Charleston gave 
the candidate a hearty reception. His train 
arrived at $:20 a. mt, and was greeted by 
a big assemblage at the raijroad station. 

A long procession escorted the candidate

CHARLTON AND CAMDEN SUFFER 


Winds Leveled Houses and Destroyed 
Crops Throughout that Section. 

Waycross, Ga., October 2.—(Special. )}—The 
destitute condition of the sufferers from 

the storm in Charlton and Camden coun- 
ties, Georgia, and along the line of the 
Plant system, in Nassau county, Florida, 
appeals to the sympathy ‘of the people of 
this section who escaped the ravages of the 
hurricane of last Tuesday. 

A trip over the Plant system line between 
Waycrcss and Jacksonville revealed only 
a’ partial view of the storm-swept region, 
but that gave to the eyes of the passenger 
numerous scenes of a most pathetic char- 
acter. 

The greatest devastation on the line of. 
the road. was between Folkston and Calla- 
han. 
skirted the road between those points were 
leveled by the wind and present a prairie- 
like appearance. As far as the eye can see 
on either side of the railroad the timber is 
ruined and the ground is literally strewn | 
with logs and debris. Homes are in ruins 
and household effects are scattered around 
the place. Many families are sitting on 
the ruins of their houses, lamenting their 
misfortunes. Children cling to their 
mothers and weep because they are home- 
less and hungry. 

The. spectacle is at once pathetic an 
terrible. 

At Folkston, Boulonge, Hilliard and Dyal, 
the sufferers are gathered at the depot 
and look forlorn and wretched. The chil- 
dren are sad and thoughtful-looking, lack- 
ing their wanted gayety. There is no 
romping and playing among them age 
their mothers look tenderly and wistfuily 
in their sad faces. 

Every mile of public road in that sec- 
tion is blockaded with from 500 to 1,000 logs, 
besides huge heaps of debris. The re sult of 
the storm in the rural diatricts will not 
be ascertained for several days, and 
whether there remains to be reported still 
further loss of life and destruction and 
homes and timber is not known. 


CLOUDBURST DESTROYS A TOWN 


Bisbee, Arizona, With ‘Its 2,500 In- 
' habitants, Washed Away. 
Tueson, Ariz., October 2.—A report has 


just been received here that the mining 


town of Bisbee, Ariz., containing 2,500 in- 
habitants, has been almost entirely washed 
out by a cloudburst. 

The telegraph wires are down and the 
report cannot be verified, but a serious dis- 
aster is feared, as the town is located in a 
narrow canyon which offers little chance 
of escape from floods. 

Further meager reports from Benson con- 
firm the death-of Mrs. Ashburn and her 
children, Mrs. Zok and her two boys and 
four Mexicans.

FIRE IN A WHOLESALE HOUSE 


TIDWELL & POPS’S PLACE ON

An alarm of. fire was turned in from box 
No. 34 at 3:30 o’clock this morning. It was 
located in Tidwell & Pope’s wholesale 
house, on Mitchell street.

At present there is not a- 
sheet of available: tin in Brunswick. All 
the unroofed houses are in bad eondition 
on this account. Every possible precaution 
has been taken to clear the stocks of goods 
of probable future damage should rain 
come. 

Hon. Thomas W. Lamb reached the city 
from his country home today and brought 
a story of wreck and ruin throughout Glynn 
county. Houses are down, fences laid low, 
crops beaten to piéces and general disaster 
prevails. 
Very little of this season’s crop had been 
gathered. Both in the city and county 
general rejoicing is felt that the loss of 
life is no greater. Brunswick will be dark 
for thirty nights at least. Her electric light 
plant is demolished and gas is available. 
only in small quantities.

ber. The farmers, in addition to the loss 
of the houses, crops and cattle, lost their 
fences, and: these will have to be rebuilt. 
The Work of rebuilding and _ repairing 
houses will be delayed in most cases in- 
definitely because of the lack of means 
and the impassable condition of the roads 
to the sawmills. H. J. Davis, a business 
man of Hilliard, has circulated the follow- 
ing appeal in Waycross and a relief fund 
has been started:

Crops Throughout that Section. 

Waycross, Ga., October 2.—(Special. }—-The 
destitute condition of the sufferers from 
the storm in Charlion and Camden coun- 
ties, Georgia, and along the line of the 
Plant system, in Nassau county, Florida, 
appeals to the sympathy of the people of 
this section who escaped the ravages Of the 
hurricane of last Tuesday. 

A trip over the Plant system line between 
Waycrcss and Jacksonville revealed only 


a partial view of the storm-swept région, | 


but that gave to the eyes of the passenger 


numerous scenes of a most pathetic char- | 


acter. 


The greatest devastation on the line of. 


the road was between Folkston and Calla- 
han. The one fine. timber forests that 
skirted the road between those points were 
leveled by the wind arid present a prairte- 
like appearance. As far as the eye can s€é€e 
on either side of the railroad the timber ts 
ruined and the ground is literally strewn 
with logs and debris. Homes are in ruins 
and household effects are scattered around 
the place, Many families are sitting on 
the ruins of their houses, lamenting their 
misfortunes. Children cling to their 
mothers and weep because they are home- 


less and hungry. 
The spectacle is at once pathetic an 


terrible. 

At Folkston, Boulonge, Hilliard and Dyal, 
the sufferers are gathered at the depot 
and look forlorn and wretched. The chil- 
dren are sad and thoughtful-looking, lack- 
ing their wanted gayety. There is no 
romping and playing among them ayéa 
their mothers look: tenderly and wistfuily 


in their sad faces. 


Every mile of public road in that sec- 
tion is blockaded with from 500 to 1,000 logs, 
besides huge heaps of debris.

The telegraph wires are down and the 
report cannot be verified, but a serious dis- 
aster is feared, as the town is located in a 
narrow canyon which offers little chance 
of escape from floods,

A GREAT SPLIT IN THE PARTY 


| The Georgian Says that His Retire- 
ment Would Defeat Bryan—Has 
Been Urged To Lead Revolt. 


What is Hon. Thomas E, Watson going 
to ve? 

Does he intend to wiiharaw from the 
nalional ticket as a candidate for vice 
president or will he run on to the e1:d? 

Mr. Watson talks in enigmas and very 
few of them at that. More can be ascer- 
tained from what he does not say than 
He is play- 
ing a game and he is looking ahead just 
four years. He sees no chance of win- 
ning this year, but he is getting in position 
to shoot in 1900. 

The vice presidential nominee from Geor- 
gia is not saying much, but he is mighty 
busy on the political wood pile. And there 
will be fireworks among the populists in 
the years to come, and Senator Marion But- 
ler, Allen and the rest of them have due 
notice, and it is their own fault if they 
do not act accordingly. 

There is going to be the biggest kind of 
a split in the populist ranks. It almost 
came at St, Louis. The westerners wanted 
to indorse Bryan and Sewall. The south- 
erners wanted a ticket exclusively their 
own. There the . factions fought and 
threatened, the middle of the road men de- 
claring that they would bolt before they 
would indorse Bryan and Sewall. Marion 
Butler, of North Carolina, said that he 
would walk out of the convention with his 
ninety votes unless a southern man was 
placed on the national ticket. He wanted 
a North Carolina populist nominated. But 
the Georgians did some clever political 
work and they made the convention come 
to Tom Watson, of the county of Mc- 


Duffie. 
Was a’ Bitter Pill. 

That was a bitter pill to the western 
populists, but they accepted the situation 
and the convention adjourned. Now the 
Watsonians charge that there was a cabal 
formed against the Georgian and that 
treachery began at the very hour of the 
nomination. They say, too, that «the 
treachery has never ceased for a moment 
but on the other hand it has grown, and 
taken the leaders who were originally mid- 
dle of the roaders. They intimate too that 
there is some truth in the joke about cer- 
tain populists being in the middle of the 
road, because that is the place to get the 
dust. The-.reason that the western men 
were for Bryan and Sewall from the start 
is apparent. In the west the populists are 
numerically strong and they were willing 
to give their votes to democratic electors 
if they could get in exehange democratic 
votes for themselves for the state offices. 
Hére in the south the populists are in the 
minority, hence their desire to get a share 
of the electors. The populists knew that 
the democrats would not fuse on the local 
offices and without fusion there could be 
no fruition. Mr. Watson’s only chance was 
in the hands of Marion Butler, Allen and 
the other leaders who were expected by 
Mr. Watson to stand up to him and de- 
mand good terms for him in the states 
which the populists controlled. But when 
“it came to agreeing upon a trade, there 
were thousands of office hungry populists 
who demanded that in the trading it should 
be expressly stipulated in the.bond that 
the democrats would vote for the popu- 
lists in the state and county elections, 
while the populists would vote for the 
Bryan and Sewall electors. 

¢ Calls It Treachery. 

Mr. Watson calls it treachery. He says 
that he has been traded off for everything 
from governor down to coroner. They just 
swapped him around like boys trading 
knives and he is sore over it. He is go- 
ing to get even, too, or try it, and he will 
devote the next four years assiduously to 
the contract. The populist politicians hav- 
ing thrown him overboard, Mr. Watson is 
getting things in shape to unload the. poli- 
ticilan. He is playing to stand in with 
the masses of his party for there are 
masses and classes in the populist party, 
too. Thomas E. Watson sees in his mind a 
time coming when the populist party or 
what remains of it will be flocking around 
him with Butler and his conferees flocking 
by themselves. A bitter fight is on be- 
tween the two factions. Butler, who was 
an original middle of the road populist, 
has gone over to the fusionists and it re- 
mains to be seen which side will whip. 

Tom Watson Talks, 

Early yesterday morning Mr. Watson left 
the Kimball house, where he had spent the 
night, and took the train for McDonough, 
where he was tO speak. Chairman John 
Cunningham took breakfast with him. At 
the train Mr. Watson was asked point 
blank if there was any truth*in the report 
that he intended to withdraw from the 
national ticket, 

At first he would not give a reply, re- 
marking that he did not want to discuss 
the subject. On being pressed, he asked: 

“What do you think would be the effect 
of my withdrawal?’ 

“Perhaps it would elect Bryan and Sew- 
all,” was suggested. 

Of course Mr. Watson’s yearning to 
make votes for Mr. Sewall is not misun- 
derstood anywhere. 

“Don’t you believe it,” said Mr. Watson. 
“The populists are mad now and they 
would then vote for McKinley or stay at

“I'had all I could do to raise the popu- 
lists of Georgia to the point of accepting 
Mr. Bryan.

AN OLD STORY AGAIN 


| Word Comes from Baltimore That ihe 


Seaboard Has Been Sold. 


NO ONE VOUCHES “FOR IT 


Some Would Consider It a Good Busi- 
ness Move on the Southern’s Part 
( if It Were True. 


A report came from Baltimore to Atlanta 
yesterday that the Southern had bought 
the controlling interest in the Seaboard 
Air-Line railroad. Nothing was known of 


the report here beyond the rumors which 
emanated from Baltimore, and they may 
have been put out as feelers. 

Mr. Spencer stated in his recent letter 
to Chairman Trammell, of the Georgia 
railroad commission, that the control of 
the Seaboard was tendered to him last 
spring, and he said that he declined to 
buy. It was denied on the part of the 
Seaboard that anyone authorized to sell 
the controlling interest ever offered to sell 
it to the Southern, 

As a matter of fact, a majority of the 
stock of the companies which control what 
is known as the Seaboard Air-Line was 
pcoled some’months ago. The members of 
the pool may have decided to sell, but if 
they did they certainly asked a big price 
for their holdings. Mr.-St. John said last 
month that the Southern would have got 
a better bargain if it had bought the Sea- 
board in preference to some lines which it 
did buy. : : 

Without any inside information, it would 
be safe to predict that the Southern has 
not bought the controlling interest, though 
it might be cheaper to buy than to fight. 

The talk of a new road from Atlanta to 
New Orleans is all right as stock exchange 
gossip, but no material evidence has yet 
appeared in these parts. 

The Seaboard and Roanoke’s capital stock 
outstanding is $1,302,900, and that of the 
Raleigh and. Gaston is $1,500,000. These two 
companies control all the subsidiary lines 
in the Seaboard Air-Line system. So it 
can be seen that about $1,400,000 par value 
would give a controlling interest in both 
the parent companies. That would not be 
a large sum for Mr. ‘Morgan to finance even 
in hard times. Both the parent companies 
are, under normal conditions, fine earning 
properties. They built the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern, and have been sustain- 
ing it. A new railroad’s business is like 
that of any other enterprise—it is a growth, 
small at first and imcreasing if properly 
handled as it grows older and better estab- 
lished. It is estimated that in four years 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern will 
be earning ’a dividend, and then the Sea- 
board and Roanoke and the Raleigh and 
Gaston ought to be good for 10 per cent a 
year, and some say 15 per cent. 

The telegram from Baltimore. is. given 
below: 

Started on ’Change. 

Baltimore, October 2.—The sale of the 


Seaboard Air-Line system to the Southern 
Railway Company was talked of on the 
stock exchange today, and in quarters 
usually informed it is believed that the 
former property may pass into the hands 
of the latter company. It is alleged that 
proposals to buy a controlling interest in 
the stock of -the Seaboard Air-Line have 
been recently made, and it is believed that 
the proposition is made in behalf of the 
Southern Railway Company, which is 
known to be anxious to secure control of 
the Seaboard, which is the only drawback 
to its ambition to make itself master of 
the southeastern railroad situation. 

It is alS50 said that in the event a deal is 
not consummated, the Seaboard Air-Line 
which is now bottled up at Atlanta, will 
build a line to New Orleans. The name of 
the Seaboard does not appear in connec- 
tion with the proposed line, but it is said 
that it will be operated as a part of the 
Seaboard system, or in close co ection

WATSON WAS AT M’DONOUGH 


POPULIST NOMINEE TALKS TO 
HENRY COUNTY PEOPLE. 


Speech Delivered at Stone Mountain 
Is Repeated to a Number of 
Voters Without Effect. 


——— 


McDonough, Ga., October 2.—(Special.)-- 
Thomas E. Watson came into McDonough 
this mcrning from Atlanta via the Suuthern 
road. He was met by Messrs. Sloan, Tol- 
berson and Jones, who escorted him to 
the Brown hotel. He was escorted from the 
train to the hotel by an Atlanta-band, com- 
posed of negroes, which had been employed 
by the populists of this place for the oc- 
casion. 

At 10 o'clock he was driven in a earriage 
to a large grove. Mr. Watson was intro- 
udced by Mr. Harrison Jones, populist can- 
didate for the house from Henry county. 

Mr. Watson began his speech much in the 
same way as he did the day before at Stone 
Mountain. He spoke briefly of the fusion 
proposition, and why he and ifot Sewall 
should be supported for vice president. 

The first national issue discussed by the 
speaker was of tariff and taxation. He 
wanted a tax based on the amount of prop- 
erty a man might own and not the present 
tariff system, which cut the poor as deeply 
as the rich. 

He then went into the government owner- 
ship of railroads. He held up to the au- 
dience that it was easy enough to purchase 
the roads. 

The financial issue was discussed at 
length, nothing new whatever being 
brought out. He emphasized the statement 
that the present administration was burning 
moey, and that contrary to federal law. “Li 
Hung Chang was in the treasury depart- 
ment in Washington recently and, burned 
$70,000 of paper money, with evident de- 
light. Mr. Cleveland himself has destroy- 
ed $94,000,000 of paper moncy.”’ 

He stated that the populists are the only 
ones who demand a free hallot and an 
honest count and that consequently the 
only reasonable deduction is that they are 
the only ones who want it.

Governor Atkinson. 

Georgia’s governor thanked ihe audience 
for the enthusiastic reception, and modest- 
ly said that he took it not as a persorial 
compliment,. but as a tributé to demidcracy. 
(Applause.) He had every reason to feel 
the deepest gratitude to the pedéple whom 
hé was addressing. He said: 

“Two years ago when I was a strangér 
to you you rallied to my ¢aube and this 
town and céunty gave me a majority of 
1,500. Bince I have lived and mingled with 
you, I have had more cause to respect and 
love you. When the shadow of sorrow and 
death hovered oVer nie, you came t6, nie 
with loving heartaches, and for your noble 
Sympathy this heart shall never céase to 
bé thankful.” (Applause.) 

The governor said there is a conflict being 
waged now in this state which must bé 
determined by the voters. The two great 
parties which have waged war for so many 
years are not now engaged in Georgia, One 
of the old parties has slipped aside and 
left the battle to a younger political or- 
ganization. 

“When the issues are joined between 
democrats and republicans, we know what 
victory to either meats. For that reason 
I say that while I am a democrat and will 
fight for democratic principles, I will say 
that next to a stalwart democrat I ad- 
mire a stalwart republican, for you know 
where and what he is.”” (Applause.) 

When either of these great parties pré- 
vails, the country knows what to look for. 
But let the populists prevail and the good 
Lord himself would be‘ puzzled to know 
what to expect. (Laughter.) The populists 
went off after issues arid schisms, following 
leaders from the west who professed prin- 
ciples Which mean sd¢ialism. 

“Whatever strength populism may have 
had, it now has less than in the past. 
Four years ago this party elected twelve 
menfbéers of congress. 

“In 1894, it ele¢ted only six. In 1892 it 
elected three governors, In 1894 it lost every 
state in which it elected a governor in ’92. 
In 1892 it won twenty-two electors. In 1894 
it lost every state in which it elected an 
elector in ’92.’’ 

The governor warned the people of At- 
lanta that, in the states controlled by pop- 
-ulists from 1892 to 1894, emigration re- 
mained away from then?r and capital fied 
from them, (Applause.) 

He spoke in high terms of: the enter- 
prise and progress of this city and re- 
mindédaghe working nren and the men of 
enterprise that where populism sets its 
foot. enterprises vanish and employment 
ceases. 

Under democratic administration in Geor- 
gia, the state has grown richer and strone- 
er. But let populism prevail’ in Georgia 
and capital will leave Georgia and Atlanta 
to take care of themselves. 

Has Had Its Day. 

When the populists met in convention 
at St. Louis, they solenrnly declared that 
within their ranks there was not one man 
with the virtue and ability to nominate 
tor president . So they nominated a demo- 
crat who stands on the democratic plat- 
form. Now if they can vote for a democrat 
for president who stands on a democratic 
platrorm, why can’t they vote for a demfo- 
cratic candidate for governor who stands 
On the same platform? (Applause.) 

“The third party has served its day,”’ the 
governor declared, and then he, téld the 
Story of the dead snake referred to above, 

The Georgia boys who went to St. Louis 
paraded as middle of the road men. When 
they came home, what did they do? Why 
they went clean away from tné road and 
took a man who had no party and nomi- 
nated him for governor. Boys, that was 
a funny convention. Georgia had been ad- 


vertised all over the country as fhe middle 


of the road state. 

They fixed tip their gubernatorial disli 
and passed it around. They handed it to 
Colonel Peek, but his memory went back 
four years and he said, “No, I thank you. 
I have had enough.’’ 

Then they handed it to Judge Hines, 
but the judge declined it, saying, like the 
little boy who had been told to go to the 
sugar barrel and eat all he wanted, “No, 
I didn’t get enough, but I ate down to 
where it wasn’t good.” (Avplause.) 

His Compliments To Seab. 

The governor then paid his compliments 
to Candidate Seab Wright by relating an 
anecdote, | 

“There was a boy named Jason,” began 
Governor Atkinson, ‘‘who lived in the coun- 
try with his parents and brothers and sis- 
ters. Jason had only one eye. One of his 
legs was cut off at the knee and the other 
was so lame that he could scarcely walk. 
The boy was utterly no account. His fath- 
er received some seed from his congressman 
and planted them.: The vegetable which 
grew from those seed was something that 
Jason’s parents had never seon. It looked 
more like a pumpkin than anything else, 
but certainly wasn’t & pumpkin, and Ja- 
son’s father was afraid it might be full of 
poison. His wife, too, was very suspicious 
of this new vegetable. They consulted a 
long time before finally deciding what to de 
with it. Finally the father of Jason said 
to his wife: 

‘“*Mary, cook it up, and when It is ready 
we will give it to Jason. If it is pioson it 
won’t make much difference. It may kill 
him, but thé boy ain’t no account, nohow.’ 
(Laughter.) 

“The populists’ candidate's right name is 
Seab, but most péople cail him Jason.”’ 
(Great laughter and cheering.) 

The populists have turned little Jason 
Wright loose and he is running his legs off 
and wearing his lungs out as he tears 
around the state imagining he is running 
against me for governor.” 

A Campaign of Dirt. 

“We have had many campaigns in Georgia, 
but they have ‘been honorable contests be- 
tween men of honor. Never, until this year, 
have our campaigns been drawn into the 
mire and dirt by men of low caliber. Has it 
come to pass in Georgia that men who as- 
pire to the high office of governor must de- 
pend upon their ability to villify and slan- 
der their competitors to win success? Seab 
Wright said in one of his speeches that he 
might be a flopper, but he thanked God he 
was not a coward, In my judgment that 
man is the vilest coward who slanders in 
general terms and shows no single or spe- 


cifie action to prove the truth of his asser- } 


tions. Wright's first effort in politics was 
to villify and abuse George N. Lester, that 
one-armed veteran and patriot. 

“Wright says that General Evans is 
truthful and honest, and I say so, too. See 
what General Evans says about ‘Seabie:’ 

Governor Atkinson then read a. newspa- 
per clipping which quotes one of General 
Evans's speeches in which he urges party 
fealty. 

General Evans said that every voter 
should be allied with some party organiza- 
tion, as the hope of the people is in the 
success of one of the great parties. The 
general said that even a dog should have 
a master, for the dogs which wear no ¢col- 
lars are the dogs that will bear watching. 
(Laughter and applause.)

The commissioners have been trying for 
three days to name the. election man@gers, 
but there was a hitch on questions of local 
politics and with one absent the board 
Stands 2 to 2, Commissioners J. J. Dale 
and William Kehoe pulling for the libera} 
club, and commissioners. J. A. G. Carson 
and W. F, Chaplain pulling for the citi« 
zens’ club. 

They are the nominees of these respective 
clubs for re-election. It appears several 
members of the citizens’ club were deeded 
$5 lots for an alleged consideration of $50 
and a $100 mortgage was given on each of 
them, so that they might be qualified ag 
freeholders to manage the poles. The citi- 
zens’ club suggested the names of these 
men as managers to represent their side. 

Mr. Kehoe objected to these parties and 
Mr. Dale, the chairman, stood with him 
while the other two insisted that they be 
appointed. This is where the difficulty 
started, and there the commissioners have 
stuck, battling also with the one other quese 
tion as to which side could get the greatest 
advantage. Tonight a plan was agreed 
upon which may solve the problem. ; 

Letters were addressed to the presidents 
of each of the clubs, liberal, citizens’ and 
Wright clubs, asking them to meet tomor- 
row afternoon and fix up a list that will be 
satisfactory.. Unless they can agree in this 
way the deadlock is Hable to hold on and 
should no managers bé selected there will 
be a battle roval for the polls between the 
factions on Wednesday morning.

Mayor of Augusta Wants a Confer- 
ence as To Transfers. 

Augusta, Ga., October . 2.—(Special.)— 
Mavor Young celled a meeting today of 
of the*efficers of the railroads centering in 
Augusta to discuss the question of tNe 
local transfers of freight in the city. 

The recent decision of Judge Callaway 
that the renewal of the. Augusta and Sum- 
mervill railroad charter did not perpet- 
uate its franchises from the city without 
the city’s consent and giving tre city con- 
trol over the streets, precipitates the ques- 
tion on the city and the railroads as to 
how this transfer business, formerly con- 
ducted by the Augusta ani Summerville 
railroad, shall in future be conducted. 

The railroads ask that they be allowed 
to make their own local transfers without 
the intervention of any local transfer com- 
pany, but the merchants are unwilling to 
risk their business interests to the dangers 
of railroad rivalries, jealousies or monopo- 
lies, and want a transfer company. 

Mayor Young takes the position that it 
makes no difference to the city, and is a 
question to be settled eatisfactorily to 
the merchants and the railroads, hence he 
called the conference Of Taflroad men and 
merchants todey. 

For some reason the railroad men were 
not present, except Vice President Finley, 
of the Southern railroad, and todgy’s con- 
ference was a failure. A subsequent meet- 
ing will be called by the mayor with fuller 
notices to the railroad officials,

OVER A THOUSAND YEARS OLD. 


A Lot of Inventions Suposed To Be 
New. 
From The San Francisco Call. 

History is not the only thing that re- 
peats itself. Discovery does the same. The 
Contemporary Review tells us we are not 
nearly as nruch ahead of the ancients as 
it pleases us to believe. Many of our dis- 
coveries are but. rediscoveries, improved 
upon, doubtless, but not aitered in nature. 
The ancients knew of the lightning conduc- 
tor, or, at all events, the method of at- 
tracting the LUghtning. Celtic soldiers in 
a storm used to lie on the ground, first 
lighting a torch and. planting their .naked 
swords in the ground by their side with 
the points upward. The lightning. often 
struck the point of the sword: and passed 
away without injuring the warrior. 

The Romans, also, seem to have knewn 
thé lightning rod. On the top of the high- 
est tower of the Castle of Dunijo, on the 
Adriatic, there was set, from time immemo- 
rial, a long rod of iron. In tie stormy 
weather of summer it served to predict the 
approach of a tempest. A soldier was al- 
ways stationed by it when the sea showed 
threatening of storm. From time to time 
he put the point of his long javelin close 
to the rod. Whenever a sparK passed be- 
tween the two pieces of iron he ra a bell 
to warn the fishermen. Gerbert ‘in the 
tenth century invented a plan for diverting 
the lightning from fields by planting in 
them long sticks tipped with very sharp 
lanceheads. 

In 1662 France was already in possession 
of omnibuses. The Romans sank artesian 
wells even in the Sahara. In 1685 Papin 
published in The Journal des Savants an 
account of an experiment made by one of 
his friends, who caused. flowers to grow in- 
stantaneously.. The secret, which was not 
revealed, lay in the preparation of the 
ground. 

Massage is a very ancient practice, and 
was known to the Romans. Paracelsus 
speaks of homreopathy, and says that like 
is cured by like. and not contrary by con- 
trary. The speculum, the probe, the for- 
ceps, were known in the year 500. Indeed, 
specimens of them have been found in the 
ruins of Pompeii. Aristotle notice that sea 
water could be made drinkable by boiling 
it and collecting the steam. 

The Greeks had a woolen or linen cuirass 
so closely woven as to be impenetrable by 
the sharpest darts. We have not found out 
the secret of it. The Remans had better 
mills than ours for pounding olives. The 
Chirese had invented fron houses as early 
as 1200. Glass houses were found anfong the 
Picts in Seotiland and the Celts in Gaul, 
and many centuries earlier in Siam. Grass 
cloth was use(tl many centuries ago by the 
Chinese.

J. P. Bailey, a Minister, Locked in the 
Station House Tharsday Night. 

WAS DRUNK ON THE STREET 


Sent to the Stockade and Released, 
Was Once a Co-worker. with 
Evangelist Moody. 


J. P. Bailey; “& young preacher about 
twenty-three years of age, has fallen from 
grace. He was arrested Thursday night 
and locked in the station house on the 
charge of being drunk on.the streets. He 
had imbibed dacidedly too much booze 
and his religion had gone glimmering. 

Bailey was once an evangelist of some 
prominence. Several years ago he was as- 
soviated with the great Movudy and was 
graduated from Northfield college, in Mas- 
sachusetts. Although. his apparel was 
rather untidy from his’ debauch, yet he 
bears the characteristics of an educgted 
gentleman, and is evidently of a good 


family. 
The erstwhile evangelist has made ex- 
tensive tours in Europe and South America 


preaching the gospel, and shows favorable 
newspaper notices from several northern 
cities where he bas preached. He ‘3 a per- 
sonal friend of Dr. W. W. Landrum, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church of this city, 
and bears letters of recommendation from 
several prominent ministers. 

Bailey came to Atlanta from Toccoa Fri- 
day morning. Fortune has not favored him 
here lately, and he has beefi despondent. 
Friday night he walked down Decaiur 
street, and he thought he would drown his 
trouble in the cup. He, therefore, entered 
a saloon, and took three drinks. In a short 
while he was maudlin drunk, and falling 
into the arms of a policeman was consigned 
to a gloomy cell at the station house. 

Bailey never came to his senses. until 
yesterday morning, when he told the au- 
thorities his history. He was exceedingly 
despondent, and threatened to commit sui- 
cide if sent to the stockade. 

Tried Before the Recorder. 

Yesterday afternoon Bailey was tried in 
the recorder’s court and pleaded guilty to 
the charge of being drunk. He was sSen- 
tenced to the stockade for four days. He 
asked for mercy, but Judge Calhoun told 
him to wait for four days. . 

He was placed in the prison van with the 
motley crowd of prisoners, and about 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon arrived at the 
stockade. Shackles were placed on his 
legs, and he was put to work, having no 
though but that he would have to work out 
his sentence. 

But there was a citizen in Atlanta who 
had heard of the hapless minister’s unfor- 
tunate predicament, and decided to pay 
his tine. It was the well-known attorney, 
C. T. Ladson, and he“sent the amount of 
the fine to the station house, and Bailey, 
much to his joy, was released. 

Last night the young man was very re- 
pentant over his experience. He cannot 
account for having touched the whiskey, 
and states he will never do so any more.

the movement to secure the new building 
has been on foot sevetal weeks. 

On account of the proximity of Battle 
Hill district and the number of persons 
living in the community. who do business 
in the city, the action of the board in 
agreeing to erect the schoolhouse will be 
pleasant information. | 

The building, 'when.completed, will prob- 
ably be one of the handsomest cou:try 
schools in the state that are located out- 


side of the corporate Hmits of cities and 


towns. The building has been adapted in 
many eastern states on account of the con- 
venience of its plan and will afford all 
the necessary arrangements desired in the 
schoolroom. — mgs 

One of the main objects of the board of 
education In selecting this plan was he- 
cause it afforded proper ventilation and 
light. The arrangements of the windows 
was made with a spécial view toward ge- 
curing @ soft Nght that would fall at a 
proper angle across-the desks of the pupils. 

The building..will be of lumber, but the 
plan affords a number of opportunities for 
unique decorations and ‘scroll work. The 
location of the proposed building is excel- 
lent, as it commands a view of Atlanta 
and can be seen for miles around. The 
building -complete will cost $2,000. These 
figures are said to inelude the modern 
school desk and all the necessary furniture 
of the schoolroom. 

“The residents of Battle Hill jistrict. are 
to be commended “for the efforts put fcrth 
to secure the building,” said County School 
Commissioner Guinn yesterday in speaking 
of the new building. “It shows that- the 
people of the country are awake to the 
urgent need of better schools and more 
comfortable buildings. I have been en- 
deavoring to awaken this interest; the 
state school commissioner has been doing 
his utmost.on the same line and it is 
pleasant to know that our work has not 
been without results. 

“T am glad to see the people who live in 
the country districts anxious to secure 
better school facilities.

Branan Bill Will Be Yoted Upon Next | Ordinary Calhoun Announces How the 


Wednesday. 


ELECTION WILL BE CALLED 


Attorney General Says the Act in It- 
self Carries the Authority for a 
Vote by the People. 


Ordinary Calrcun will submit the ques- 
tion of the proposed change of jail manage- 
ment to the vote of the people on rext 
Wednesday, and wil! include the act in the 
blanks and tally sheets he is now arranging. 

This was the solution reached yesterday 
morning, after a conference haa been held 
between Ordinary Calhoun and the attor- 
ney general. 

it was the opinion of Attorney General 
Terrell that the act in itself carried the au- 
thority for a call of an election, and that 
it Was not necessary that any one person 
or authority be named as the proper person 
to call the election and submit the question 
to a vote of the people. 

When the question was first agitated as to 
the manner in which the election should be 
called, much interest was manifested by 
both those who favcred the measure and 
those who opposed it. 

The county commissioners took the posi- 
tion that they had no authority to issue a 
call or take the initiatory, and the same po- 
sition was taken by Ordinary Calhoun, The 
act which had been adopted at the last leg- 
islature gave the authority by which the re- 
sult was to be made Known, but there was 
no clause providing for the calling of the 
election. 

“The act in itself,’’ said Attorney General 
Terrell yesterlay, ‘‘is sufficient for the call- 
ing of the election, and it isenot necessary 
that this power be delegated to any par- 
ticular person. The question resolves itself 
into this situation, any one can vote for 
the measure either by having the question 
printed or written upon their ballots. The 
result of the electon wil be announced as 
provided for in the act.” _ 

Says the Country Will Be Benefited. 


Commssioner Forrest Adair stated yester- 


the jail from the office of the sheriff would 
be a saving of several thousand dollars to 
the county, provided prisoners in jail could 
be fed and cared for as cheaply as prison- 
ers employed upon the public works. 

The cost of feeding prisoners, he thought, 
in the county jail, Was not near so expen- 
sive as the county had been psying’ for, 
and viewed from a financial standpoint he 
was in favor of the change. 

“We are paying 27% cents per day for each 
prisoner confined in the county jail. This 
is what it costs the county. We are paying 
about 8 cents for each pauper, and about 
the same amount for the prisoners who are 
sent to the chaingang. If it costs only 8 
cents to feed these persons, I see no réa- 
son why it should cost more to feed the 
inmates of the jail.’’ 

Sheriff Barnes did not believe the county 
would be greatly benefited by the change 
of the management of the jail. He stated 
that he spoke from experience, as he had 
been conducting the jail since he had been 
sheriff of the county. 

The United States. prisoners, when con- 
fined in the jail were paid for by the United 
States government at th2 rate of 35 cents 
per day, and the county commissioners 
figure on this as being a source of revenue 
to the county s§ should the change be made. 


IT HAS DISAPPEARED. 


Coast Hurricane Has Gone a Glim- 
mering—No One Knows Where.

The weather bureau here has received 
no word from it since it passed Washing- 
ton and it is not known exactly where it 
is. lit left the coast of America, however, 
and is now in the ocean. The unusual 
strength of the storm may carry it to the 
coast of England, but it may die down 
before it has gone that distance. 


HAS HATTON BEEN FOUND? 


Governor Offers Reward for a Mur- 
derer Who Escaped in 1888. 

Governor Atkinson has offered a reward 
for the capture of Columbus Hatton, a ne- 
gro who killed Charles Price eight years ago 
while working on the capitol building. The 
proclamation was issued yesterday offering 
$50 for the delivery of Hatton’s body to the 
sheriff of Fulton county. 

In 1888 Price and Hatton were at work on 
the statehouse. They disagreed about 
something and Hatton grabbed up a hoe 
and struck Price a terrible blow on the 
head. The wound was a fatal one and 
Price lived only a short _ time. Hatton 
made good his escape and has never been 
located unless at this time. 

It is said that certain parties have recent- 
ly got track of Hatton and that it. was 
stated that if a reward was offered he 
could be captured. It is not usual to of- 
fer rewards after so long a time and it is 
believed by several officials that Hatton 
will be under arrest shortly.

The rules and regulations under which 
the state and county election will be held 
were issued yesterday by Ordinary Cal- 
houn. 

Both the geieral conduct of the election 
and the manner in which the count and 
consolidation is to be made have been 
riven special attention, and the instruc- 
tions to the managers and clerks are full 
and explicit. 

The precincts in the city will open at 
7 o’clock Wednesday morning and the polls 


will remain open until 6 o’clock in the even- 


ing, giving eleven hours in which ballots 
may be cast. 

On account of the country districts, con- 
taining only 2 -few voters, when compased 
with the city wards, the polls in these dis- 
tricts wlil remain open only seven hours. 
The polls will open at 8 o’clock and will 
close at 3 o’clock. 

in the event any manager or clerk should 
not be able to serve, the vacancy can be

All of the papers used by the managers

‘J. At all precincts within the city of 
Atlanta, the polls shall be opened at 7 
o’clock a. m., and close at 6 o'clock p. m.

of the failure or refusal of all the managers

“9, All the papers cf the election, in- 
cluding the ballots, under the seal, must 
be sent by one of the managers from each 
precinct to the county site for consolida- 
tion, and must be delivered theré by 12 
o’clock m, of the next day. 

‘10. The superintendents to consolidate 
must consist of all those who officiated at 
the county site, or a majority of them, 
and at least one from each precinct. 

“11, Necessary blanks are furnished here- 
with which must all be filled out as per 
above instructions. 

‘12. For more explicit directions, if 
necessary, see section 1288 of the code of 
Georgia, and general registration act.”’
